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SIMPLE SERVICES W'EDNESDAV 

Fntimely End of Sierra .Madre Citi¬ 
zen Brings Sorrow to .Many 
Friends 

Funeral services for the late Rob¬ 
ert Ralph Wherry were held Wednes¬ 
day afternoon at the chapel of Rose- 
dale cemetery, Los Angeles. The 
services were conducted by Rev. 
James M. Cami)bell, D. D., and were 
brief and simitle. A number of 
friends from Sierra Madre and Clare¬ 
mont were in attendance. The re¬ 
mains were jjlaeed in the vault at 
Rosedale. 

News of Mr. Wherry's untimely 
end last Sunday tame as a severe 
shock to his friends in Sierra Madrf 
and elsewhere who had regarded the 
con<iition of his healtji as being 
rather favorable during recent 
months. Those who were close to 
him, however, had been aware re¬ 
cently of a tendency to brood over 
his disease and over business affairs. 
Sliortly before noon Sunday he 
started out for a walk and when he 
failed to return soon Mrs. Wherry 
became alarmed and enlisted the ai l 
of friends in a search for him. He 
fore he could he found he hud made 
his way to an orchard in the north¬ 
west part of town where his d“ad 
body was found about one-thirty 
o'clock, with a rifle near' by whidi 
he had carried from home concealed 
under his overcoat, telling the story 
of the fatal wound. There seems to 
be no doubt that the act was in¬ 
duced by a temporary aborration 
raused by worry over health a?id 
business. 

Mr. Wherry was thirty-eight years 
of ag(* and a son of the Rev. .Inhn 
Wi’erry, a well known inissioiiary in 
Cliina for more tlian forty years, ti^^ 
was a graduate of I’rincotoii t'nivei- 
sity and of the .New York i.aw 
School. He had been admitted to 
practice law in New York. .New .fer- 
sey and California, tliongh he had 
never been active in his profession 
In this state. It was while oi)eniiig 
up a law practice with a brother in 
Newark, N. .1.. that his health first 
gave way. complete breakdown 
forced him to come west, liis niotiier 
accomicanying him to Arizona where 
they spent nine months. fie had 
about regained his strength wlien 
news of the Bo.xer outbreaks in Chine, 
ty of his father as to cause tlie loss 
caused such uneasiness over the safe- 
of most of the strength he had 
gained. 

From Arizona they came to South¬ 
ern California and Mr. Wherry pur- 
chaseci an orange ranch near Clare¬ 
mont. Always a loyal Princeton 
man, he named the ranch “Na.ssau." 
In 1 892 he married Miss Helen B. 
Warren, a daughter of Col. E. W. 
Warren and niece of the late Gen. 
G. K. Warren. Two children were 
born to them, a daughter and a son. 
About three years ago they came to 
Sierra Madre and built the residence 
on Adams street which has since been 
their home.

Mr. Wherry possessed recognized

No one has lived 
in the house for several months and 
it was unfurnished, except with a 
mortgage for $1 000 held by A. I,. 
Bennet of Sierra Madre and falling 
due within a w'eek. This chain of 
circumstances has caused tonsider- 
hhle comment but whether anything 
will be developed in the investiga¬ 
tion of the insurance adjusters re¬ 
mains to be .seen.
